Herndon Found Guilty, 
Given 18 to 20 Years 


Jury Recommends Mercy and Fixes Sentence 
of Negro Communist, Charged With At- 


pting To Incite to Insurrection. 


Angelo Herndon, 19-year-old negro¢ 
communist, of Cincinnati, was found 
guilty in Fulton superior court late 
Wednesday afternoon of a charge of 
attempting to incite to insurrection 
and was given a sentence of from 18 
to 20 years. Though the offense is 
punishable by death the jury recom- 
mended mercy and fixed the sentence. 

The verdict was brought in after 
the jury had deliberated from 3:30 
o'clock in the afternoon until 5:30 
p. m. Judge Lee B. Wyatt pronounced 
sentence immediately and attorneys 
for the defense said they would file a 
motion today for a new trial. Before 
pronouncing sentence Judge Wyatt 
asked the negro if he had anything 
to say and the defendant replied 
“nothing in particular.”

Before the jury was allowed to en- 
ter the courtroom and render its ver- 
dict, the court gave a sharp warning 
against any sort of demonstration and 
had a corps of sheriff's officers placed 
about the crowded room to keep order. 

The closing arguments in the trial 
were presented .Wednesday. The state, 
through its solicitors, demanded the 
death penalty for the negro, who 
they declared had attempted to or- 
ganize against recognized government 
and had circulated § insurrectionary 
literature. Under an act of 1870 the 
offense is punishable by death, but 
may be treated just as the jury acted

in the Herndon case. 


Negro counsel represented the de- 
fendant and they declared that the 
only charge against Herndon was race 
prejudice and that the state had 


waved “the bloody flag of racial preju- 
dice when his only crime was to ask 
for bread. The state's only plea is 
a prejudiced cry of ‘nigger.’ ” 

John Hudson and Walter LeCraw, 
assistant solicitors, speaking for the 
state, said that the defendant was a 
“red” organizer who would ‘“‘lead a 
red army into this country and de- 
stry our civilization.” They said that 
the principle of communism was on 
trial as well as Herndon. 

The judge, in charging the jury, 
said that the defendant was charged 
with attempting to commit a crime 
and that under the law this was as 
punishable as if the crime were com- 
mitted. In sentencing the negro he 
told him that the offense was one car- 
rying the death penalty but that the 
jury had fixed his sentence. He told 
the defendant that he felt this recom-

Adoption of an up-to-date state 
constitution in place of Georgia's un- 
wieldy, archaic document will be pro- 
posed’ to the people of the state 
through a constitutional amendment 
rather than a constitutional conven- 
tion, under plans adopted Wednesday 
by the joint committees of the house 
of representatives on constitutional 
amendments. 

The suggestion by Representative 
Orville A. Park, of Bibb county, was 
made at a joint committee session 


presided over by Representative W. 
- Lanier, of Richmond county, chair- 


man of Committee No. 1, and result-- 


ed in committee authorization for ap- 
pointment of a subcommittee to draft 
the amended constitution, 

The Georgia constitution provides 
that “no convention of the people 
shall be called by the general assem- 
bly to revise, amend or change this 
constitution, unless by the concur- 
rence of two-thirds of all the mem- 
bers of each house of he general as- 
sembly. The representation in said 
convention shall be based on popula- 
tion as near as practicable.” 

The route through which the sub- 
committee is proposed to work pro- 
vides that “any amendment or amend- 
ments to this constitution may be- 
proposed in the senate or house of 
representatives, and if the same shall 
be agreed to by two-thirds of the 
members elected to each of the two 
houses . . . the. general assembly 
shall . . . provide for a submission 
of such proposed amendment or 
amendments to the people at the next 
general election (November, 1934).’. 
If ratified by a majority of the elec- 
tors qualified to vote for members of 
the. general assembly, voting thereon, 
the amendment or amendments be- 
come a part of the constitution. 

Under the plan as suggested, the 
entire constitution would be rewrit- 
ten and proposed to the people as 
amendments to the constitution, it 
was said. 

The only opposition in committee 
to Mr. Park’s proposal was voiced by 
Representative Paul Lindsay, of De- 
Kalb county, who objected to “the 
legislature resolving itself into a con- 
stitutionul convention with the busi- 
ness facing us.” Mr. Lindsay said 
“we can hardly write a new one in 
60 days with the immense amount of 
legislation’ now before the general as- 
sembly.” 

Under the plan as proposed by the

BUREAU TO HANDLE 
STATE R. F.C. FUND 


DeLaPerriere Named Di- 
rector as Loan of $195,- 
375 Is Announced. 


Advised that the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation had authorized a 
loan of $195,375 to Georgia for emer- 


gency relief, Governor Eugene Tal- 
madge Wednesday announced the cre- 
ation of a new state bureau to admin- 
ister the relief fund. 

Herman DeLaPerriere, of Hoschton, 
prominent land owner, will be the 
emergency relief director, the governor 
announced. Mr. DeLaPerriere confer- 
red with the governor Wednesday aft- 
ernoon and will begin his new duties 
this morning. 

Governor Talmadge said that the 
emergency relief director would estab- 
lish an office in the state capitol and 
would investigate all applications for 
funds, submitting recommendations to 
him. 

“There is a great deal of distress 
all over the state,” the governor said. 
“We have to be careful with the funds 
we have and apply them where they 
are needed most. The director of relief 
funds will make a thorough investiga- 
tion of all applications and I will be 
guided by his recommendations.” 

The governor said that the cost of 
the administration of the fund would 
be deducted from the funds obtained 
by the federal government. 

It was revealed that the loan au- 
thorized Wednesday was applied for 
by former Governor Richard B. Rus- 
sell Jr. before his retirement from of- 
fice, and that Governor Talmadge 
gave it his approval on his visit to 
Washington a few days before his 
inauguration. 

The loan is to be made available 
at various periods between now and 
March 1]. 

Governor Talmadge withhekl names 
of the six political subdivisions re- 
ceiving the loans, as, he said, ‘one 
of the stipulations under which the 
loans are obtained seems to be that 
such information must be withheld 
from publicity.” 

Since the passage of the emergency 
relief and construction act the cor- 
poration has made available $4%6- 
084.22 to meet current emergency re- 
lief needs in the state.

Organization of both houses was 
completed Wednesday when President 
Hamilton.

The presentation of the first bills 
calling for diversion of the funds of 
the highway department tu meet past 
due appropriations to the various 
state departments and ageucies in the 
house and the senate’s receipt for the 
return of the recess appointments of 
the retired governor. Richard B. Rus- 
sell Jr., marked the final hours of 
the organization session Wednesday. 

Diversion Bills Offered. 

Three diversion bills were authored 
in the house, though attention was 
centered on one because it came from 
three leaders of the Talmadge forces 
in that body. 

This bill provides for diversion of 
$4,014,278.56 of the highway depart- 
ment’s income, evenly divided over a 
eriod of three years, 1933, 1934 and 
935. It was presented by Speaker 
Pro Tem. Ellis Arnall, of Coweta covn- 
ty; Representative John Spivey, of 
Emanuel county, the chairman of the 
ways and means committee, and Kep- 
resentative W. W. Mundy, 
county, chairman of 
tions committee. 

Immediately after the adjournment 
of the 10-day session, Senatur Andrew 

Tuten, administration stalwart in 
the upper branch of the assembly, an- 
nounced that he would introduce a 
companion measure in the senate tLis 
morning. 

The Arnall-Spivey-Mundy measure 
reveals that the funds intended to be 
diverted take care of all of the past 
due appropriations to departments and 
for pensions, and provides that, in- 
stead of being allocated to the high- 
way department, they be allocated as 
follows:

The second diversion bili was pre- 
sented by Kepresentative Wing, of 
Clay county, and provides for a di- 
version of 20 per cent of the highway 
department's mecome to the general 
treasury to be applied wn the past 
due debts. 

The third diversion proposal called 
for a total reallocation of $7,500, 
000 over a period of three years and 
that the funds be applied ou the det- 
icit. This measure was sponsored by 
Representatives Park and Defore, of 
Bibb county; Franklin, vt Lowndes; 
Benton, of Cook ; Ilardy, of Lamar, 
Simmons and Tillman, of Brooks; 
Thrasher, of Oconee, ‘and Bennett, 
of Dougherty. 

Two other measures attracted at- 
tention in the house in the closing 
hours of its organization meetiig. 

One of these was authored by Rep- 
resentatives Rogers, of Wayne cvun- 
ty, and Hodges, of Liberty connty, 
and provided for a tax on sft drinks 
at the rate of 76 cents a gallon soft 
drink syrups and of 1 cent on each 
5-cent drink sold at fountains or in 
bottles. 

The other bill was au‘*hcrized by 
Representative King, of Clay coun- 
ty, who called for abolition of the 
state department of public welfare. 


In all, the house received 47 bills, 
the remainder pertaining to minor 
matters or to local legislation. 


Bills introduced Wednesday in the 
senate included measures amending 
land title and deed laws as suggested 
in court decisions, and amending the 
workmen's compensation act.

Costs of Game-Fish Department 
Lowest in U.S., Bulletin Shows ' 


Georgia's department of game and 
fish is operated at a lowee per capita 
cost than tha of any other state in 
the Union; according to the January 
wild life conservation bulletin of the 
state department. The Georgia per 
capita cost is .02 cent, as compared 
to .17 cent for Louisiana, .13 cent for 
Virginia and .10 cent for Florida. 

The Georgia department spent $58,- 
525.87 in 1932, all revenue from the 
hunte.. and not a penny from state 
appropriations, according to the bulle- 
tin. Of this sum, $29,034.62, or 49.6 
per cent, went for enforcement; $16,- 
524.48, or 28.2 per cent. for general 
expenses; $9,314.31, or 15.9 per cent, 
for propagation. and $3,652.49, or 6.3 
per cent, for education. 

Receiving a larger share of the de- 
partment’s revenue, enforcement is 
one of the mos: important of the de- 
partment’s functions, but education of 
the public in conservation and reha- 
bilitation -f the state's game preserves 
are equally important, it was pointed 
out,

It was a big day for the sugar in- 
dustry when science found out that 
the tiny insect, which may be called 
“trichy”’ for short, is an arch enemy 
of the sugar cane borer, which has 
cost Louisiana growers hundreds of 
thousands of dollars annually for 
years by edging into the cane stalks 
and emptying them of their sweet- 
ness. Now, the L. 8S. U. service says 
“trichy”’ has the borer on the run. 

Tests last year in St. Mary parish 
showed an average of 1,000 more 
pounds of sugar per acre were pro- 
duced in the fields when the tricho- 
grammae minuti were deliberately re- 
leased to attack and feed on the bor- 
ers. The cost of the parasite offen- 
sive was about $1 per acre while the 
increase vield was wortn $29 per 
acre, a net profit of $28 per acre to 
the credit of the “trichy” army.

THE NEW SCHOLARSHIP PLAN. 

One cannot blame the holder of an athletic scholarship, 
who is doing the best he can to master his textbooks and grad- 
uate, if he tinds himself in a somewhat obfuscated condition, to 
say the least, when he hears the rodomontade thunderings of 
the pure in heart. 

Because it seems to be that every year there is a 
great howdy-do about the Rhodes scholarships, as there 
should be. The pictures of the young men winning the 
scholarships are in the papers and a lot of Latin, such 
as cum laude, curente calamo, is spread around to make 
it difficult for the fellow who is holding to the street 
car strap and trying to take in the news on the way to 
the office. 

And yet the Rhodes scholar is taking something which is 
something of an athletic scholarship. When the late Cecil 
Rhodes, the British-South African statesman and administrator, 
left the money for scholarships to further the cause of inter- 
national understanding and amity, he provided that in estimat- 
ing the worth of the candidate his athletic ability should count 
for 20 per cent. 

And a great many of the Rhodes scholars from 
America have come back to this country with athletic 
teams and crews and not once has the old finger of 
scorn been leveled at them. Yet part of their scholar- 
ships is athletic. ,

lead players back to lower pay checks. 

They've hung baseball's biggest 
salary reduction about his neck and 
started him off at the head of the 
procession. 

That's why the Babe is fuming 
angry over this $25,000 slash the New 
York Yankees have offered him on a 
one-year contract for 1933. He doesn’t 
relish being used as a “come-on guy” 
who might induce fellow players to 
accept lower wages. 

NOT WORRIED. 

Ruth is not worried about his own 
salary this season. He admitted that 
point-blank during a chat at his apart- 
ment. He knows the Yanks can't ad- 
vantageously go through with the $50,- 
000 contract they've offered him in 
place of the $75,000 for 1932. But he 
doesn’t like to see this proposed $25,- 
000 cut used as a club to bludgeon 
other players into accepting depres- 
sion salaries. 

The Babe would not discuss this 
latter phase of the contract business, 
but close friends were not backward 
in revealing his feelings about it. 

In previous years, he has taken the 
annual salary tilt good-naturedly—‘a 
lot of fun and good publicity.” But 
this time he feels he’s being shoved 
into an unsportsmanlike role. 


This feeling cropped out when he 


admitted openly that he was “mighty 


sore’ at Ed Barrow, the club’s busi- 
ness manager. He believes Colonel 
Jacob Ruppert, owner of the Yanks, 
had no part in the plan and harbors 
no resentment against him. 
DEMANDS ACTION, 

He declared he wouldn't dicker with 
Barrow over the contract, and that 
further negotiations must come direct- 
ly from Ruppert. But he wants the 
matter settled quickly. He doesn't 
want to be stalled off until March 1, 
giving the various club owners time 
to threaten players by saying “you'd 
better slap your John Hancock on the 
dotted line—look what they're doing 
to Ruth.” 

Although he'll be 39 in February, 
and can’t be as spry in right field as 
in former seasons, the Bambino is 
shrewd enough to know he’s still the 
greatest drawing card in baseball, and 
that the Yanks could pay him $100,- 
000 for the season and still make 
money on him. 

“Sure, times -are tough,” the big 
brown-haired fellow said, “but not for 
the Yankees. They made money last 
year, and they'll make money this 
year on me if they pay my price. Now, 
don’t get me wrong. I haven't got a 
swelled conk. I'm not trying to make 
myself out a big shot, but I'd be very 
woody if I didn’t know what I was 
worth at the gate. Why, they make 
my salary on the spring barnstorming 
trip alone. So I’m not worried about 
my salary.” 

HE IS WORTH IT. 

Ruth was not over-stating his case. 
The writer recalled that last season 
when the Babe was out of the game 
because of illness, when the new 
Cleveland stadium first opened, Billy 
Evens, of the Cleveland club, figured 
his absence meant almost $4,000 a day, 
although the pennant race was prac- 
tically over. 

Some time ago, the Babe tried to 
pull out of the game because he was 
dissatisfied with the rule against barn- 
storming. He came back, but his ex- 
periment cost the club owners about 
$200,000 in gate receipts. Since then 
long rivers of publicity about George 
Herman Ruth have passed under the 
bridge. The public will pay to watch 
him even if they prop him up in right 
field with crutches.

E “Plastic” Valuation | 


Bidding is mental play, and the 
experts’ mental processes are based 
on elimination and certain logical as- 
sumptions as to the cards their part- 
ner and opponents hold. Thus, the 
mental play, which is bidding, in its 
essence consists of counting expected 
winners and losers in the player's own 
hand and then combining the total 
with the expected winners and losers 
in the partner’a hand to determine 
the best bid for the partnership. 

In reaching. this end, there arises 
an important question in connection 
with the technique of counting or 
evaluating cards Should we count 
our winners or should we count our 
losers? Whenever possible, both meth- 
ods should be used, but in practice 
the stress is laid on either one or the 
other. If the wrong method is used, 
the player's process of reasoning will 
become so complicated that correct 
bidding will be difficult. 

The pnidding as well as the play of 
most players has become petrified. A 
player, for instance, who counts only 
his losers at no-trump is somewhat 
like the golf player who originally ac- 
quired an atrocious style or the violin- 
ist whose bow is never properly set. 
It is a fundamental law that the hu- 
man mind naturally tends to short- 
'euts. For this reason, when valuing 
'a hand at a no-trump bid, a player 
‘should count his winners and not 
| put the cart before the horse by !a- 

boriously counting his losers. Also, 
when valuing the hand in support of 
_partner’s trump bid, the player should 
count his winners; the trump length, 
|a singleton, honor values—all are def- 
'inite. But when it comes to the ques- 
‘tion of valuation of the Declarer's 
own hand at a trump bid, the process 
is more complex. Here

bidding a hand involves the complex 
mental processes of all great players. 
It must be remembered that no ex- 
pert player makes use of any artifi- 
clal point count or-of any rigid rule. 
Rules at their best are simply guides, 
rot necessarily made to be broken, but 
certainly tu be used with a healthy 
dose of imagination. 

The expert player’s method of val- 
uation is plastic valuation, which in 
turn is based upon the count of 
losers and the subsequent process of 
elimination. Partner's bids or passes 
are clues that help you to visualize 
or picture mentally his hand as a 
whole. If partner has_ previously 
passed, you then mathematically as- 
sume a certain reasonable share of 
possible winners; this assumption, 
like the hypothesis of a scientist, may 
be instantly invalidated, when a fresh 
latch of facts arrives. If partner 
makes a bid. the minimum honor and 
trump values that must be present to 
justify that bid are added to those in 
your own hand, and, as the bidding 
develops, the gaping holes of the 
losers of your own hand are grad- 
ually filled in from partner's contri- 
butions. In this manner a composite 
picture of the combined hands is grad- 
ually drawn becoming a beautiful in- 
tellectual picture in the mind of the 
expert, where each deft stroke of the 
brush is a logica! inference. Obvious- 
ly plastic valuation and bidding re- 
quire a thorough knowledge of the 
minimums held by both partners, for 
if responses are ‘blurred and _ infer- 
ences are illogical, the picture will be 
correspondingly distorted.
